No real American can understand it upon that 
basis. We have as small an opinion of the value 
of the assembly of the league of nations as it is 
possible for any one to have.

them. The council ofthe league is the thing, and 
the council at present is the entente of Europe 
minus Russia and plus the United States.

OST of the tuberculosis sanitaria 
escaped the great influenza epi- 
demic of 1918, However, when 
attention was called to this fact 
at the December meeting of the Amer- 
ican Public Health association by Dr. 
Robertson and others, Dr. Roger reported 
that the Pennsylvania sanitaria had not 
been so fortunate. A later report showed 
-that there had been some cases in the 
Chicago sanitarium. 

A series of papers in the American Re- 
view of Tuberculosis indicates that sev- 
eral sanitaria in the east did not escape. 
At Loomis by very careful watching they 
were able to keep the disease out of the 
patient body for several weeks. Finally, 
however, it got a foothold and a moderate 
number of patients suffering from con- 
sumption got influenza. a result of 
their experience they came to these con- 
clusions: 

Influenza is as likely to attack patients 
in a tuberculosis sanitarium as any other 
people. If consumption has solidified a 
goed part of the lung influenza is liable 
to prove fatal and it seems likely that a 
not inconsiderable proportion of con- 
sumptives having influenza will have 
their first disease made active by the 
second. 

A good many patients entering the san- 


itarium ascribe the onset of their con- - 


sumption to an attack of influenza. In 
the same journal Dr. Berghoff told of his 
experiences at Camp Grant. He had a 
group of thirty men all of whom showed 
signs of healed consumption. These men 
had passed the draft surgeons, but were 
held by the camp surgeons under obser- 
vation to determine whether camp life 
would cause their disease to flare up. 


one was actively sick when the epidemic 
struck the camp. Of the thirty, seven- 
teen got influenga and four died. These 
were higher than the rates which pre- 
vailed in the general ranks at the camp. 

Of the thirteen who had the “ flu” and 
survived six suffered from a flaring up 
}of the old latemt consumption. At the 
end of nine months after the epidemic 
three were atill having fever, seven were 


cilli in the sputum, and three had moist 
rales in the lung. 

Dr. Tewkesbury, writing in the same 
review, gives the following: 

“In a group of 104 yatients it was 
found that twenty-seven had consump- 
tion which they attributed to influenza. 
In another group of 102 patients with 
chest symptoms thirty-seven had tuber- 
culosis which they ascribed to influenza.” 

On closer inquiry Dr. Tewkes! ry was 
of the opinion that these patients had 
congumption before the epidemic came, 
but that attacks of influenza caused the 
consumption to fame up. . 

Dr. Tewkesbury says that in his opin- 
ion there will be an increase of con- 
sumption in the wake of the epidemic. 
The cases will result in the main from 
flaring up of prevfously quiescent con- 
sumption. However, he thinks the con- 
sumption following “fu” will be cura- 
ble to an exceptional degree.

There is the right way and the wrong 
way to build a hog tight, elephant 
strong fence, and the anchor post or 
corner post is the first thing to con- 
sider in building. a fence that will last. 

Wood, stone, iron, and concrete are 
the materials that are used in the mid- 
dle west for making fence post. Stone 
is not in common use, while wood post 
‘has been used since the_first fence was 
built in America. More recently, how- 
‘ever, concrete and iron post have come 
irito cOmmon usage. 

Many farmers are using the con 
crete corner post, and are finding hak 
it lasts much longer and is probably 
cheaper in the long run. When prop- 


‘lerly made, it gives satisfaction. 


‘The farmer can make his own post. 
Good material and plenty of reinforce- 
‘ment must be used for best results. 
One part cement, two parts sand, and 
three parts gravel is the best mixture 


the result of an excess of fine sand and 
, insufficient reinforcement. 

Dig a hole in the ground about three 
'feet deep and twelve ‘inghes in diam- 
,eter. Leading from this hole, dig a 
trench eight inches wide, three feet 
deep, and four feet.in length. This ex- 
cavation serves as a form for the post 
and braces below the ground. Then 


‘| build a wooden form of the same di- 
{mensions of the post above ground. 


The‘form above ground is usually built 
square. The braces above the surface 


of the ground may aise be made of 


cement. 

When quarter inch ote are placed in 
all four corners of the post, about one 
incg from the sides, the post usually 
stands the strain that may be applied 
from any direction. 

The form should be left on the post 
at least twenty-four hours.
